CURRENT TOPICS. 





Mr. Grorcr Farner, one of the Chancery Registrars, has resigned 
his position, after nearly forty-one years’ service, during twenty- 
six of which he has held the office of registrar. 





Tue Ast THREE days of Vacation sittings in chambers have 
been taken by Mr. Justice Srrnuinc, who on Thursday had a 
large number of matters before him. Although the judges of the 
Chancery Division will not have any causes in their paper on Mon- 
day next, there will be a considerable number of applications with 
reference to interim orders granted during the Vacation and ex- 
piring on that day. 





_ Tux ust of appeals set down to be heard before the two 
divisions of the Court of Appeal in the Michaelmas Sittings consists 
of 98 from the Chancery Division, 4 from the Chancery of the 
County Palatine of Lancaster, 91 from the Queen’s Bench Division, 
4 from the Probate, Divorce, and Admiralty Division, and 7 appeals 
in bankruptcy. These together make a total of 204. A year ago 
the number in the list was 274, but at the commencement of the 
last sittings there were only 178. 





Tere 1s a long list of matters before the five judges of the 
Chancery Division, comprising 142 matters before Vice-Chancellor 
Bacon ; 195 before Mr. Justice Kay; 169 before Mr. Justice 
Curry; 212 before Mr. Justice Norru, and 77 before Mr. Justice 
Srretine. As these lists are now enormously swelled by the large 
number of adjourned summonses, an accurate comparison with the 
totals of former periods is not practicable, but, as these summonses 
represent heavy work to be got through, it is of interest to remark 
that the total of the matters in the lists for the Michaelmas 
Sittings is 795, while at the Trinity sittings it was 707, and a 
year ago 750. 





Tue cAUsE Lists for the Queen’s Bench Division contain 1,222 
actions, including bankruptcy cases. There is a curious alteration 
from Jast year in the relative numbers of actions to be tried with 
and without juries. At the commencement of the Michaelmas 
Sittings, 1885, there were 657 actions to be tried without juries, 
and only 548 to be tried with juries; while there are now 495 
actions to be tried with juries, and only 818 to be tried without 
juries. Is the jury trial becoming more popular? 





Tur LEGAL YraR which now draws to a close has been remark 
uble for the issue of an unusually large number of important rules, 
orders, and regulations under various Acts of Parliament. The 
County Court Rules, the Crown Office Rules, the Supreme Court 
Funds Rules, the Bankruptcy Rules, the Public Prosecution Regula- 
tions, the Summary Jurisdiction Rules, the Employers and Workmen 
Rules, the Riot (Damages) Act Regulations, and the Rabies Order, 
which have all been issued within the leat few months, form together 
an immense body of Jaw of hardly Jess importance than the statutes 
themselves under the authority of which they are promulgated. Rules 
ond orders are yet to come under the Guardianship of Infants Act, and 
possibly under the Parliamentary Elections (Returning Officers) Act 
Amendment Act, and Orders in Council under the International Copy- 
right Act. The question will probably arise sooner or later, what 
amount of publication is required to fix the public with construc- 





tive notice of this delegated legislation, and to render her Majesty’s 
subjects liable for the consequences of disregarding it? ‘ Ignorance 
of the law excuseth no man” isa harsh but well understood maxim 
of the statute law properly so called, which every subject is bound 
to know the contents of as soon as each Act of Parliament receives 
the Royal assent; but to apply this harsh maxim to “ Rules and 
Orders” is quite another matter. Where the statute directs a 
special mode of publication, as in the case of the “‘ Rabies Order,” 
which has been directed to be, and has been, published in the 
London Gazette, and that mode of publication is followed, it 
seems reasonably clear that constructive notice arises as soon as 
the London Gazette containing any particular rules, orders, or 
regulations is published. But where the statute is silent as to the 
mode of publication, as in the case of the Public Prosecution Rules 
(the publication of the draft only of which is expressly provided 
for), very grave doubts must necessarily arise, to be solved only 
upon careful examination of each particular case. It is singular 
that so important a question should be almost entirely bare of 
authority, Motteram v. Eastern Counties Railway Co. (7 C. B. 
N. 8. 58), in which it was held that railway bye-laws were suffi- 
ciently published if affixed at the stations at which a litigating 
party entered and quitted a train, being apparently the only case 
which comes at all near to the point. 





Sm Epwanrp Ctarke, in the course of his speech at the Plymouth 
banquet, gave an eloquent description of the multifarious duties of 
the law officers of the Crown. They have, he said, to advise the 
Government upon the interpretation of treaties; they have to 
advise upon the Acts which regulate the powers and authorities 
of municipal and local governing bodies; they are constantly 
consulted with regard tu the rights of English subjects in foreign 
lands, and the rights of foreign subjects within our territories. In 
Parliament it is their duty to advise the Government with regard 
to all measures connected with the administration or the improve- 
ment of the law and to take charge of all those measures in the 
House of Commons; and it is their duty to acquaint themselves 
with all proposals that are made by private members, and advise 
the Government as to the effect of those Bills on the law, and 
their compatibility with the system of legislation and of policy 
which has been adopted. Though this enumeration of duties is by 
no means exhaustive, it is sufficient to excite the astonishment of 
the uninitiated. How, it may be asked, can two men, however 
able and industrious they may be, transact all this business in 
addition usually to a large private practice? It is probably not 
incorrect to say that, though the !aw officers are responsible for the 
performance of the duties enumerated in the Solicitor-General’s 
speech, comparatively little of the labour connected with those duties 
may in some cases fallon them. The system of “devilling,” which, 
in one form or another, prevails in all branches of the profession, is 
generally understood to be developed to a high degree of perfection 
in relation to the work of the law officers. There are, of course, 
two recognized general “‘ devils” of high degree who are always, of 
necessity, chosen from the best men at either bar. But how many 
special “devils” (imps of peculiar knowledge in one branch) or 
‘* sub-devils ” there may be at any particular time depends upon 
the knowledge, capacity, and industry of the law officer and of his 
general or special ‘*‘ devils.”” On this point there is naturally no very 
authentic information, but as to the routine assistance needed by the 
law officers, one of Sir Enwarp Crarxr’s ecessors gave an

The learned judge came to 
the conclusion, on the evidence, that an intolerable nuisance was 
created by the ‘‘ roaring forty,” and accordingly granted an in- 
junction restraining, not them, but their master, from continuing 
the nuisance. Whether this decision can be upheld or not, it is 
clear that it does not govern the ordinary case of user as a private 
residence ; and we must therefore seek elsewhere for light on that 
subject. 

The broad general principle which governs this and other 
similar cases is, that in order to give a right of action, either for 
damages or for an injunction, the acts complained of must 
amount to a nuisance. Whether this carries us much nearer the 
full comprehension of the subject may be doubted, for it is 
always a most difficult question to determine whether any 
particular act or series of acts amounts to what is known to the 
law under the general term ‘nuisance,’ but it at all events 
brings us within reach of definitions. Blackstone gives us one in 
the following terms :—‘‘ Nuisance, nocumentum, or annoyance 
signifies anything that worketh hurt, inconvenience, or damage,”’ 
and a little farther on he continues, ‘‘The rule is, sic utere tuo, 
ut alienum non ledas, so that the nuisances which affect a man’s 
dwelling may be reduced to these three: 1. Overhanging it, 
which is also a species of trespass, for cujus est solum, ejus est 
usque ad coelum: 2. Stopping ancient Jights: and 3. Corrupting 
the air with noisome smells: for light and air are two indispen- 
sable requisites to every dwelling. But depriving one of a mere 
matter of pleasure, as of a fine prospect by building a wall, or the 
like ; this, as it abridges nothirg really convenient or necessary, 
is no injury to the sufferer, and is therefore not an actionable 
nuisance’’ (Bl. Comm. iii. 217). Now it will be observed that 
Blackstone’s definition is far too wide (see Harrison v. Good, 19 
W. R. 346), and that the enumeration, which he puts forward as 
exhaustive, is singularly incomplete, and—the most striking 
feature for our purpose—omits all mention of nuisance by noise. 
Lord Justice Rolt has supplied us with a definition of a nuisance 
as “‘a material injury to property, or to the comfort of the 
exixtence of those who dwell in the neighbourhood” (Zuscombe v. 
Steer, 15 W. R. 1191). But perhaps the most satisfactory 
definition, or rather description, of a nuisance is that given by 
Lord Justice Knight Bruce in Walter v. Selfe (4 De G. & Sm. 
322). ‘‘ Ought this inconvenience,” he says, ‘‘to be considered 
in fact as more than fanciful, more than one of mere delicacy or 
fastidiousness, as an inconvenience materially interfering with the 
ordinary comfort, physically, of human existence, not merely 
according to elegant or dainty modes and habits of living, but 
according to plain and sober and simple notions among the 
English people.” This statement has since been repeatedly cited 
with approval, and if we apply it to the circumstances under 
consideration, we at once exclude from relief a large class of 
sufferers—viz., those delicate people whose nervous systems are 
abnormally sensitive to disturbance by noise. There is scarcely 
any quality in which there is such a marked diversity between 
individuals as this one of susceptibility to irritation through the 
sense of hearing. The Poet Shelley was distracted by sounds that 
other men could not distinguish; in the late Mr. Babbage this 
sensibility amounted to disease; but ordinary mortals can read, 
think, and sleep without being disturbed by the romping of 
children or a sonata of Beethoven’s, when softened by transmission 
through a foot of brickwork. In judging whether the offensive 
sounds amount to a legal nuisance or not, we must estimate their 
effect upon the average healthy human being, and it is only when 
they interfere with his material comfort that they fall within the 
province of the law. However harsh it may seem, the sick or 
the dying cannot be protected by the court from the torments of 
ordinary sounds (see Hiardmanv. Holberton, W. N., 1866, p. 373). 
But, fortunately, in such cases, the wider equity of good taste 
and feeling supplements the imperfection of our code, and 
universally protects the sufferer from unnecessary annoyance. 

It is, in general, necessary (as pointed cut by Lord Westbury in 
St. Helen's Smelting Co. v. Tipping, 18 W. R. 1083, 11 H. L. 
Cas. 642, 650) to mark the difference between an action brought 
for a nuisance upon the ground that the alleged nuisance ae ye 
material injury to the property, and an action brought for a 
nuisance on the ground that the thing alleged to be a nuisance is 





productive of sensible personal discomfort. But where the 
nuisance is caused by noise this distinction is unimportant in 
determining the issue whether a nuisance is created or not; for 
though its effect may be to drive away lodgers, and thereby 
materially injure the property of the plaintiff, yet this result is 
produced only by the operation of the nuisance in the first instance 
in producing ‘sensible personal discomfort.” The injury to 
property, however, though merely the consequence of the personal 
discomfort, may be a most important element’ in estimating the 
amount of damages, or in determining the court to t an 
injunction (Ball v. Ray, 21 W. R. 282, L. R. 8 Ch. 467). 

How far, it may be asked, does the question of nuisance depend 
upon the use to which the complaining party puts his premises ? 
In Sturges v. Bridgman (28 W. R. 200, L. R. 11 Ch. D. 852) the 
mortars of the defendant had been pounding away for sixty years 
without creating a nuisance, and it was only when the plaintiff, 
who was a physician, built a consulting-room at the bottom of his 
garden, close to the noise, that the noise became a nuisance. An 
injunction was granted because the plaintiff had a right to protec- 
tion, in what, having regard to the locality, was a reasonable user 
of his premises. There is here manifestly an element of great 
difficulty introduced, for not only has the defendant a right to 
make a reasonable amount of noise but also the plaintiff may, in 
some cases, require exceptional stillness. Everything depends on 
the character of the locality and the nature of the surrounding 
circumstances. Lord Justice Thesiger, in delivering the judgment 
of the Court of Appeal in Sturges v. Bridgman, puts two hypothe- 
tical cases; one of a man going into the midst of the tanneries of 
Bermondsey, or into any other locality devoted to a particular 
trade or manufacture of a noisy or unsavoury character, and build- 
ing a private residence upon a vacant piece of land ; the other of a 
blacksmith’s forge built in the middle of a moor, to which, in 
course of time, habitations approach ; and he finds no difficulty in 
deciding these extreme cases. The blacksmith, not having pro- 
tected himself by a sufficient curtilage, must go down before the 
advancing wave of population, but the house builder in Bermondsey 
must continue to regale himself with the sweets of the tanyards. 
Lord Selborne, in his luminous judgment in Ball v. , makes 
use of the following observations :—‘‘ With regard to the ques- 
tion of law in the case I shall say very little, because these ques- 
tions are eminently questions of fact rather than law; but I desire 
to say as much as this: In making out a case of nuisance of this 
character there are always two things to be considered—the right 
of the plaintiff and the right of the defendant. If the houses 
adjoining each other are so built that from the commencement of 
their existence it is manifest that each adjoining inhabitant was 
intended to enjoy his own property for the ordinary purposes for 
which it, and all the different parts of it, were constructed, then, 
so long as the house is so used, there is nothing that can be re- 
garded in Jaw as a nuisance which the other party has a right to 
prevent. But, on the other hand, if either party turns his house, 
or any portion of it, to unusual purposes in such a manner as to 
produce a substantial injury to his neighbour, it appears to me 
that that is not, according to principle or authority, a reasonable 
use of his own property, and his neighbour, shewing substantial 
injury, is entitled to protection.” Everything is here rested upon 
reasonable user of the defendant’s premises, and there could not be 
much doubt in that case as to the unreasonableness of keeping 
horses in the ground-floor of a house in Mayfair ; but it is ay any | 
stated by Mellish, L.J., that “‘the noise of a pianoforte a 
neighbour’s house, or the noise of a neighbour’s children in their 
nursery, are noises which we must reasonably expect, and must, 
to a considerable extent, put up with.” Only “to a considerable 
extent” be it observed, for even with pianofortes and children 
there is a limit which cannot be transgressed. But there can be 
no doubt that a strong case would have to be made out before the 
court would interfere with these too ordinary disturbances. Lord 
Selborne says, in Gaunt v. Fynney (21 W.R. 129, L. R. 8 Ch. 8), 
after referring to the nursery and the music-room, that “such 
things, to offend against the law, must be done in a manner which, 
beyond fair controversy, ought to be regarded as excessive and 
unreasonable.”” These words seem to indicate that, as between 
two occupiers of ne houses, much must be suffered

CONCERNING SEARCHES. 
(XI.) INSOLVENCY—LIS PENDENS—ANNUITIES. 
InsoLveENcy. 


There are, we believe, very few cases in which the law as to 
insolvent debtors can affect a purchaser at the present time, but it 
appears convenient to state it shortly. By 1 & 2 Vict. c. 110 the 
court for the relief of insolvent debtors was enabled (section 37) 
to vest the whole of the insolvent’s property in the provisional 
assignee—an order which differed from the fiat in bankruptcy in 
not being retrospective in the absence of fraud by the debtor 
(Sims v. Simpson, 1 Bing. N. 8. 306, decided on 7 Geo. 4, ¢. 57). 
The effect of the adjudication that ‘the insolvent was entitled to 
the benefit of the Act’ was (sections 75 to 97) to discharge him 
from the debts mentioned in his schedule, but he had to execute a 
warrant of attorney to his assignees for the amount of those 
debts, and the court had power to order execution to issue on this 
judgment against his after-acquired property. By the Bankruptcy 
Act, 1861 (24 & 25 Vict. c. 134), the provisions of the bankrupt 
laws were extended to all persons, and (section 1) the jurisdiction 
of the court for the relief of insolvent debtors was vested in the 
Court of Bankruptcy. 

By the Bankruptcy Repeal and Insolvent Court Act (32 & 33 
Vict. c. 83), which came into force on the Ist of January, 1870, 
the jurisdiction (section 4) in pending cases of insolvency was 
trausferred to the Court of Bankruptcy in London, and (section 
15) every insolvency was, at the expiration of twelve months 
from the commencement of the Act, or twenty years from the 
filing of the petition (whichever last happens), closed, subject to 
the right of the court to postpone such close. The rights of an 
insolvent obtaining his discharge under this section were the 
same as if he had been a bankrupt and had obtained his discharge 
under the Bankruptcy Act, 1869. 

It was decided, in Re Clagett’s Estate (L. R. 20 Ch. D. 637; 
same case, 30 W. R. 857), that in this section a “pending” 
insolvency means an insolvency in which anything remained to 
be done, and, accordingly, that it was the duty of the court to 
refuse leave to issue execution on the judgment given to the 
assignees after the expiration of the prescribed period. 

Searches.—In practice searches for insolvencies are not made at the 
present day, and, ifthe purchaser is aware that the vendor took the 
benefit of the Act for the relief of insolvent debtors, it is only neces- 
sary to search whether any order was made in the London Court of 
Bankruptcy in the year 1870 or subsequently within twenty years 
from the filing of the petition, postponing the close of the in- 
solvency. If this is found to be the case, and the insolvency is 
not yet closed, it will not be safe to complete without ascertaining 
that no order has been made allowing execution to issue against 
the vendor’s property. 

It cannot now be n to search for insolvencies against any 
person through whom the vendor claims, as, if such person was the 
owner of the property at the time of his insolvency and wrong- 
fully remained in possession, the vendor must by the present time 
have aequired a title by means of the Statutes of Limitation, and no 
execution issued at the present time against the property of such 
person can affect the property of the vendor. 


Lis Penxpens. 


The doctrine of lis pendens, asit existed before 2 & 3 Vict. c. 11, 
is oe ee in Bellamy v. Sabine (1 De G. & J. 566). The 
rule was that pendent lite neither party could alienate the property 
to the prejudice of his t. This doctrine was not peculiar 
to equity: Sorrell v. Carpenter (2 P. Wms. 482); Worsley v. 
Garter (8 Atk. 392); Walker v. Smallwood (Amb. 676). 
Farther, any who had notice of a suit or action was held to 
have notice of every equitable right cloimed in it, and could not 
set up any legal estate subsequently acquired by him against such 


? 


The law was altered by 2 & 3 Vict. c. 11, s. 7, which provides 
that, in the absence of express notice, a lis pendens shall not bind 


@ purchaser or mortgagee unless it is registered, and is re-registered 
every five years in the same manner as a judgment (see also 18 & 
19 Vict. c. 15, s. 6). Provision is made for entering up satisfac- 
tion on a Lis pendens by 23 & 24 Vict. c. 115, s. 2. 

The result appears to be that—whether the property be freehold, 
copyhold, or leasehold—searches have to be made for a period of 
five years prior to completion against every person who has been 
owner of, or had a general power of disposition, even by will, over, 
the property, and having regard to the Settled Land Act, 1884, 
a (v.), against trustees in whom the land is vested on trusts for 
sale. 

In practice, in the absence of suspicious circumstances, no 
searches are made against any person prior to the last purchaser 
fora pecuniary consideration. The searches are properly made 
under the Conveyancing and Law of Property Act, 1882, s. 2. 

If a registered lis pendens is found, the question raised in it must 
be ascertained, and, if this does not affect the land in question, the 
purchase may be proceeded with (Bull v. Hutchins, 32 Beav. 615); 
if, however, the nature of the action is such that execution can be 
issued against the defendant’s land, it would be prudent to inquire 
whether this has been done. 


ANNUITIES. 


It was provided, by 53 Geo. 3, c. 141, which repealed the 
previous Annuity Act (17 Geo. 3, c. 26) as from the 14th of July, 
1813, except as to annuities granted before that day, that, within 
thirty days after the execution of any assurance creating an 
annuity or rent-charge for a life or lives, or for any term of 
years or greater estate determinable on life, a memorial of it 
should be inrolled in chancery under pain of nullity. The 
provisions of the Act do not extend to an annuity given by will or 
marriage settlement, or for the advancement of a child, or to an 
annuity or rent-charge secured on freeholds or copyholds of equal 
or greater annual value than the annuity over and above any other 
annuity and the interest of any principal sum charged thereon of 
which the grantee had notice at the time of the grant, of which 
the grantor is seised in fee simple or fee tail in possession, or the 
the fee simple whereof the grantor is able to charge, or secured by 
the actual transfer of stock in the public funds the annual 
dividends whereof are of equal or greater value than the annuity. 
The Act was repealed as from the 10th of August, 1854, by 17 & 
18 Vict. c. 90. Searches for memorials under 53 Geo. 3, c. 41, 
and the preceding Act must be made at the Public Record Office, 
Rolls-yard (see R. 8. C., 1883, LXI., 13). It should, perhaps, be 
observed that mere clerical mistakes do not vitiate the inrolment : 
Ince v. Everard, 6 T. R. 545. 

It is provided, by 18 & 19 Vict. c. 15, s. 12, that an annuity or 
rent-charge onatet after the 26th of April, 1855, ‘‘ otherwise than 
by marriage settlement, for one or more life or lives or for any term 
of years or greater estate determinable on one or more life or lives, 
shall not affect any lands, tenements, or hereditaments as to 
purchasers or creditors unless and until” a memorandum of it is 
left with the senior master of the Common Pleas, for whom the 
Central Office of the Supreme Court of Judicature is now sub- 
stituted (see the Supreme Court of Judicature (Officers) Act, 1879, 
42 & 43 Vict. c. 78), who was to arrange the same in alphabetical 
order by the name of the person whose estate was intended to be 
affected. by the annuity. It was held, on the construction of the 
Act, that an annuity not duly registered was valid against subse- 
quent incumbrancers with notice and the trustee in bankruptcy of 
the grantor: Greaves v. Tofield, 28 W.R. 840, L. R, 14 Ch. D. 563. 

By 23 & 24 Vict. c. 115, s. 2, provision is made for the entry up, 
after the 28th of August, 1860, of satisfaction of an annuity on 
the register. 

Searches for annuities under the Act must be made from the 
26th of April, 1855, if the person searched against was then 
owner of the property and of full age, otherwise from the date of 
his acquiring the property or attaining twenty-one, whichever last 
happened; they are conveniently made by means of an official 
search under the Conveyancing Act, 1882, s.2. The practice is 
only to search against the last purchaser for a pecuniary con- 
sideration and persons claiming under him.

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RECENT DECISIONS. 


IMPRISONMENT WITH HARD LABOUR FOR DEFAULT IN 
PAYMENT OF PENALTY, 


(The Queen v. Justices of Tynemouth, L. R. 16 Q. B. D. 647.) 
TnIs case arose out of a summary conviction of a brothel keeper 


under section 13 of the Criminal Law Amendment Act, 1885, which | 


subjects the offender, on summary conviction in manner provided by 
the Summary Jurisdiction Acts, “ to a penalty not exceeding £20, or, 
in the discretion of the court, to imprisonment for any term not 
exceeding three months, with or without hard labour.” The expres- 
sion ‘‘Summary Jurisdiction Acts” is, by section 14, defined to mean 
the Summary Jurisdiction Acts within the meaning of the Summary 
Jurisdiction Act, 1879, and that meaning includes the last-mentioned 
Act; and section 5 of that Act enacts that ‘‘ the period of imprisonment 
imposed by a court of summary jurisdiction under this Act or under 
any other Act, whether past or future, in respect of the non-payment of 
any sum of money adjudged to be paid by a conviction . .. . 
shall . . be such period as in the opinion of the court will 
satisfy the justice of the case, but shall not exceed in any case the 
maximum fixed by the following scale . . . and such imprison- 
ment shall be without hard labour, except where hard labour is 
authorized by the Act on which the conviction is founded, in which case 
the imprisonment may, if the court thinks the justice of the case 
requires it, be with hard labour, so that the term of hard labour 
awarded do not exceed the term authorized by the said Act.” 

The report of the above case states that the magistrates inflicted a 
penalty, with the alternative, in case of non-payment of such 
penalty, of imprisonment for fourteen days with hard labour. On 
a motion for a certiorari, on the ground that the magistrates had no 
power to impose imprisonment with hard labour for default in payment 
of the penalty, the court (Lord Coleridge, C.J., and Hawkins, J.) 
refused the motion ; and Lord Coleridge, after quoting the latter part 
of section 5 of the Summary Jurisdiction Act, 1879, beginning with 
‘*and such imprisonment,”’ observed :—‘‘The meaning of that is, I 
think, that imprisonment with hard labour may be imposed for non- 
payment of the penalty where the offence is one for which the 
punishment of imprisonment with hard labour thight have been 
imposed”; and Hawkins, J., said, in effect, the same. 

This construction appears to us untenable. The courts generally 
profess to have regard to the grammatical construction of an Act ; 
in this case, however, this does not appear to have been dwelt upon. 
It would seem to us, were it not for the above decision, clear that the 
words ‘‘ except where hard labour is authorized by the Act on which 
the conviction is founded,” following as they do, upon “‘ such im- 
priscnment shall be without hard labour” (which imprisonment is the 
imprisonment for non-payment) mean an exception of cases in which 
hard labour is authorized as part of the sentence of commitment for 
non-payment. This is authorized in many cases where the penalty is 
pecuniary without any power to imprison, either with or without 
hard labour, in the first instance—see for example, 18 & 19 Vict. c. 119 
(the Passengers Act), s. 18, and 34 & 35 Vict. c. 112 (the Prevention 
of Crimes Act), ss. 10, 11. The enactment referred to by counsel 
in the above case (according to the report)—namely, 24 & 25 Vict. ec. 
97, s. 52—does not seem to have been a happy one, as that enact- 
ment, while authorizing commitment with h labour for non-pay- 
ment, also allows commitment with hard labour as an alternative 
punishment in the first instance. 

The construction for which we contend is strengthened, we think, 
by the language of the fuller enactment of the Small Penalties Act, 
1865 (repealed by the Summary Jurisdiction Act, 1879), which Act, 
after prescribing periods of imprisonment in respect of non-payment 
of penalties of various amounts not exceeding £5, enacted (in section 
5) that ‘Nothing in this Act contained shall affect the power of 
imposing hard = Bd in addition to imprisonment in cases where hard 
labour might, on non-payment of the penalty, have been so imposed 
if this Act had not passed.” Upon that enactment no question 
such as was decided in the present case could possibly have arisen, 
and we submit that the enactment in section 5 of the Summary Juris- 
diction Act, 1879—which is evidently in substitution for the Small 
Penalties Act, with extension to penalties of any amount—only re- 
enacts, so far as the point in discussion is concerned, but more 
concisely, the same thing as was enacted by section 5 of the Small 
Penalties Act.

Mr. Dudley George Beaumont was summoned to shew cause why an 
order should not be made upon him to deliver up certain a and 
documents in his possession, the pro of the complainant, Mr Harry 


Holliday Richardson, solicitor, and er the value of £15. The com- 
plainant stated that he had been by the defendant 
and his brother in investigating the validity of a for a large amount 


of money which they alleged was due to them from Dr. Bienneman, of 
Brighton, and in September he delivered a bill to the defendant shewing 
that there was a balance due to him of £9. On October I he received a 
letter from the defendant in which he stated that he had met his brother 
and was in a position to offer four guineas in satisfaction of the com- 





plainant’s claim if the latter would send the papers in the case to the 
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Bridge-house Hotel. To that an answer was returned, informing 
defendant that complainant’s clerk would attend at the hotel with the 
papers, and deliver them on October 2 at a quarter to ten, upon receiving 
the four guineas, but that sum would be accepted without prejudice to 
the compiainant’s full claim in case the sum. was not then paid. Accord- 
ingly, 8 clerk was sent to defendant at his hotel with a number of papers 
ing to the defendant’s claim, including a case which complainant had 
drawn and submitted to counsel, and for which he paid two guineas, the 
opinion in question, and other papers which had been supplied by other 
solicitors to him upon payment of their charges. These the defendant 
obtained from the clerk, and he then refused to pay the four guineas. 
Complainant had a lien on the papers, and he did not think that he or 
any other professional man should submit to such treatment. Mr. 
y asked the complainant how he could place any money value on 
the writings which defendant had obtained. ‘The complainant said he 
had a lien upon them, and to him they were worth £9. He knew of a 
case in which the Lord Mayor had ordered the delivery up of a bill of 
sale after the money was paid. Mr. Balguy: The Lord Mayor is not a 
lawyer, which perhaps is a good thing, as he acts on the common sense of 
a case. We are obliged to attend a little to the law, but not much. The 
complainant contended that as he had alien on the documents he could 
estimate their value in accordance with the amount of the lien, if it did 
not exceed £15. Mr. Balguy said this summons was issued under the 
Police Act, and be found that, any person having a lien on any goods, it 
should be lawful for the magistrate to order the return of such goods, 
and, failing that, that the person disobeying should pay the full value, 
that value to be determined by the magistrate. Mr. Hobbs, for defendant, 
attem to shew that the court had no jurisdiction as defendant 
permanently at Hastings, and that the documents related to 
a at Bnghton, and he also complained that Mr. Richardson had 
still other documents in his possession relating to the case.

UNIVERSITY EDUCATION FOR 
SOLICITORS. 


Tue following is the letter addressed by Dr. Percival, President of Trinity 
College, Oxford, to the President of the Incorporated Law Society, con- 
taining the - referred to in Mr. Morrell’s paper, extracts from 
which we printed last week :— 


‘“* Trinity College, Oxford, March 30, 1886. 
‘* Sir,—I venture to ask your consideration of the inclosed document 
on the subject of some special provision for the university education of 
young men who are obliged to enter on their professional career at an 
early age. According to present custom the advantages of such an 
education are confined almost exclusively to those who can stay at school 
till they are eighteen or nineteen years of age and then spend three more 
years at the university. Consequently the arrangements of colleges, as 
regards freedom and independence of life and so forth, are all made with 
reference to students who enter at this higher age. If, therefore, parents 
are to be encouraged to send up their sons at sixteen or seventeen, it will 
be necessary to make such special arrangements as will enable them to do 
so with confidence, and it is ho that the inclosed scheme would effect 
this. I have ventured to you onthe subject because it is one 
which has a very direct bearing on the education of solicitors. If you 
should consider my suggestions to be of sufficient importance to deserve 
the consideration of the Incorporated Law Society, | hope you may be 
willing to lay them before the council of the society. The forms in which 
possibly the council might be able to further such a proposal appear to 
me to be—(1) An expression of its opinion in favour of such a plan; (2) 
material assistance in the foundation of scholarships—(a.) by the appli- 
cation of any funds directly at its disposal, and (4.) by inviting subscrip- 
tions from the wealthier part of the profession. I should be pleased to 
attend aay meeting of your council to give explanations or answer ques- 
tions; and I am permitted by Dr. Markby, of All Souls, who is much 
interested in this matter, to say that he would be ready to do the same, 
or to give any information or assistance which it may be in his power to 
give. If the proposal met with the approval of your council I should be 
encouraged to bring it to the notice also of the Colleges of Physicians and 
ms, the Institute of Civil Engineers, and some of the leading 
and merchants. I have already communicated the scheme to the 
Secretary of State for India.—I have the honour to remain your obedient 
servant, ** J. Perciva.

THE BILLS OF SALE ACT, 1882. 


A ParerR READ AT THE YoRK Meetinc or THE INncoRPoRATED Law 
Socrety py James Wuirg, LL.D. (Lonp.), Lonpon. 


In the numerous cases which have been decided since this Act was passed 
in 1882, we have been told over and over again by the learned judges who 
have decided those cases that the object of the Act was to benefit 
borrowers by restricting those who had money, and were inclined to lend 
it on the security of bills of sale, from imposing harsh terms upon those 
who had goods upon which they were desirious of borrowing. We have 
been told, and the information has been conveyed to us almost ad nauseam, 
that another object of the Act was to render bills of sale simple in form, 
so that, on the one hand, a borrower might see how far he was burdening 
himself, and, on the other, that a creditor looking at the register might see 
a bill of sale in a simple form, and not be obliged to take advice upon an 
intricate deed. ‘The first object has probably been obtained. The harsh- 
ness of the provisions of bills of sale has been modified, but the provisions 
of the Act have, I think, rendered bills of sale such risky securities that to 
borrow upon them at a reasonable rate of interest is an absolute impussi- 
bility, so that borrowers are worse off than before. That the second 
object—viz., simplicity, and a facility of ascertaining the rights and liabili- 
ties of the parties—has been obtained, no person who has devoted one 
moment’s thought to the matter would assert. Ido not think itis too 
much to say that no one, be he lawyer or layman, could, without a 
laborious study of the various cases which have been decided upon the 
Act, say whether ninety-nine bills of sale out of every hundred upon the 
register were void or valid. 
I propose to devote a few minutes of the time of this meeting toa dis - 
cussion of the cases, and I feel that the importance of the subject is such 
that I need offer no apology for so doing. Most of us have, at some time 
or other, to prepare bills of sale by way of security for money. I suppose 
all of us, at some time or other, may have to issue execution upon goods 
which are comprised in a bill of sale. Certainly all of us have occasionally 
to prepare mortgages. In the first place, I shall discuss those cases which 
have dealt with the question whether or not particular transactions for 
securing money amount to bills of sale within the Act. The vital im- 
portance of this question will be at once perceived on referring to section 
9 of the Act, which provides that bills of sale not made in accordance with 
the form given in the schedule shail be void. ‘The definition ofa bill of 
sale given in the Act of 1878 is far-reaching, and it is not to be wondered 
at that transactions which primd facie have no resemblance whatever to 
dealings by bills of sale chould have given rise to litigation in consequence 
of that definition. Take, for instance, a pledge of chattels—I mean, of 
course, the transaction where possession of a chattel is actually transferred 
by the borrower to the lender. ‘These pledges (except in certain cases 
regulated by the Pawnbrokers Acts) are almost invariably accompanied 
by an agreement in writing contaming the terms of the loan, and em- 
wering the pledgee to sell incase of default in payment. Now most 
Coyen wo have said off-hand that pledges of this kind 
were absolutely outside the scope of the Bills of Sale Acts, and 
this, in fact, was so decided in a considered judgment by Cave, J., 
sitting in bankruptcy in Ez parte Close, Re Hall (33 W. R, 228). There 
Hall had ordered goods for which he was to pay by bills. The goods 
were consigned by rail to HaJl’s order. During the transit he borrowed 
money from his bankers — the security of those goods, giving the 
bankers an order on the railway company to transfer the goods from his 
order to the order of the bank. In this case, therefore, the goods were 
not in the possession of Hall, but were in the constructive possession of the 
bank, for whom the railway company held as warehousemen. A written 
memorandum of the terms of the loan was made in the bank’s books and 
) signed by Hall. It was claimed that the memorandum in the bank’s books 
constituted a bill of sale. In delivering judgment Cave, J., said 
“that he was satisfied that the Bills of Sale Acts did not include letters 
of hypothecation ge te iy a deposit of goods by merchants or fac- 
tors, or pawn-tickets given by pawnbrokers, or, in fact, any case where 
the object and effect of the transaction were immediately to transfer tho 
ssession from the grantor to the grantee.” This case was followed by 
earson, J., in Re Cunningham § Co. (Limited) (33 W. R. 387), which was 
a case of a pledge of goods with a pawnbroker by means of the transfer of a 
wharfinger’s delivery order, accom: by a written memorandum of 
the terms of pledge. Again it was claimed that this memorandum was a 
bill of sale within the meaning of the Act of 1882, and war consequently 
void because it was not in the statutory form. It should be mentioned that 
in both cases the court did not find that these transactions were within the 
exception made by section 4 of the Act of 1878, ‘‘of transfers of goods in 
the ordinary course of business.” But confidence in the correctness of 
these decisions was rudely shaken by the decision of the Court of Appeal 
in Ex parte Parsons (34 W. R. 329). ‘That was a case where Townsend

of the Act of 1878; that is to say, it ‘‘wasa licence to seize and take 
possession of personal chattels as security for a debt.”” It was not in the 
statutory form and was consequently void ; moreover, if it had been valid 
in form, it was unregistered. But in giving judgment in that case Lord 
Esher, M.R., severely criticised Ex parte Close and Re Cunningham. 
What the precise effect of his criticism was is not very clear, for, as will 
ap from Ex parte Hubbard, the judge of the Lewes County Court, 
Pollock, B., and Cave, J., thought that his criticism went to the ratio 
decidendi of Ex parte Close and Re Cunningham ¢§ Co., and in deference 
to that criticism they decided that a documentary pl of goods with a 
transfer of possession not given in the ordinary way of business was void, 
the document defining the terms of the pledge not being in the statutory 
form. The case was heard in August last before the Court of Appeal, 
when the decision was reversed and the pledge was held to be good. The 
case on appeal is not yet reported in the authorized reports, but in the 
Times reports, Vol. II., page 904, Lord Esher, M.R., is reported to have 
said that the judges below were wrong in attributing a meaning to his 
language which was never intended, and that all the court meant to say 
was that what they supposed was the process of reasoning in Re Close and Re 
Cunningham was a wrong process. Apparently, therefore, we may now take 
it as settled law that where the possession of goods is transferred to the 
lender by way of security and the pledge is accompanied by a written memo- 
randum, that written memorandum is not a bill of sale, and consequently 
need not bein the statutory form. Apparently the process of reasoning to 
which Lord Esher objected was the argument that, because a transaction 
could not be put into the statutory form, the transaction was not a bill 
of sale within the Act. This argument was used by Pearson, J., in Re 
Cunningham § Co. (Limited). Lord Esher is of opinion, on the contrary, 
that if a transaction amounts to a bill of sale, and you cannot putit in the 
statutory form, you must not carry it out at all (Ex parte Parsons). 

There is yet another class of cases, where it still appears to be uncertain 
whether the documents used in connection with them are within the Act. 
I refer to bills of sale given by way of indemnity to guarantors. There are 
two cases dealing with this point. The first is Sibley v. Higgs (33 W. R. 748), 
which was a bill of sale by way of indemnity to the grantee who had guaran- 
teed payment of a composition, by the grantor. The bill of sale provided 
thatif the grantee should be obliged to pay the guaranteed composition, the 
mortgagor would repay him within seven days after demand in writing. 
In accordance with the decision in Hetherington v. Groom (33 W. R. 103), 
this bill of sale was held void as not being in accordance with the statu- 
tory form, but in Hughes v. Little (34 W. R. 703) a bill, of sale given to 
the grantee who had signed a promissory note as surety for the grantor, 
and which bill of sale was clearly not in accordance with the statutory 
form, was held good, the reason given by Manisty, J., being that ‘‘ the 
form” (i.¢., the statutory form) “‘ cannot be used in such a case as this, 
and I cannot think that it was ever intended that no person, except by 
bills of sale in this form, should ever make assignments of chattels by way 
of indemnity against such a liability as this.” If these words mear 
anything, they mean that the statutory form need not be adhered to in 
these cases. But, referring to Sibley v. Higgs (83 W. R. 748), Manisty, 
J., says he agrees with the judgment in that case (to which he wasa 
party) and distinguishes that case because in it the bill of sale made the 
moneys secured by it payable at a time to be determined by ‘‘the mere 
volition of the party demanding.’ Shortly, it was not in the statutory 
form ; but if an observance of the statutory form be not necessary in the 
case of a bill of sale by way of indemnity against the payment of a pro- 
missory note, it seems hard to say why such observance is necessary in the 
case where the bill of sale is given by way of indemnity against a guaran- 
tee given for payment of a composition. The decisions appear to me to 
be irreconcilable, and they are both decisions of Divisional Uoarts. Tam 
inclined to think that the decision in the last case (Hughes v. Little, 34 
W. R. 703) is the more reasonable of the two, but to arrive at it you have 
to make section 9 of the 1882 Act read ‘‘A bill of sale made or given by 
way of security for the payment of money /ent”’ shall be void. 

A question which has not yet come before the courts for decision is of 
great importance to conveyancers. A mortgage with an attornment 
clause is undoubtedly a bill of sale within the Act of 1882, as to the 
chattels comprised in it (see section 6 of the Act of 1878). Itis hardly 
likely to be in the statutory form. Is it void altogether? The covenants 
for payment are void, at any rate, according to Davies v. Rees (34 W. R. 
573), and according to the judgments of the Master of the Rolls and 
Bowen, L.J.; in that case the whole deed would appear to be void, and 
it is, as we have seen, of no avail to say that such a deed cannot be made 


in the statutory form.

MR. RICHARD HERVE GIRAUD, 


Mr. Richard Hervé Giraud, solicitor, of 7, Furnival’s-inn, died at his 
residence, 55, Doughty-street, on the 13th inst., in his eighty-sixth year. 
Mr. Giraud, who was one of the eldest solicitors in Tatton, was of 
Huguenot extraction. He was born in 1801, and he served for some 
years in the Royal Navy. He was admitted a solicitor in 1822, and he 
practised in Furnival’s-inn until his death. Mr. Giraud was almost the 
oldest member of the Masonic body in London, having been initiated as 





long ago as 1824. He was the founder of the Huguenot Lodge, of which 

he was the first master. Mr. Giraud was a vice-president of the French

time of his death associated in partnership with Mr. Edward Newton 
Fuller. He was a perpetual commissioner for Somersetshire, and he had 
an extensive private practice. Mr. Payne had been for eighteen years 
clerk to the magistrates for the city of Bath, and he was also clerk to the 
Bathwick Burial Board. At the sitting of the magistrates on the 13th 
inst. the Mayor of Bath expressed his sorrow at Mr. Payne’s death, and 
several solicitors who were present spoke of his great legal ability and 
the courtesy with which he hud discharged his duties as clerk to the 
magistrates.

Such winding up shall, in the case of a 
winding up by the court as at the com- 
mencement thereof, and in the case of a 
winding up subject to the supervision of the 
court as at the date of the presentation of 
the petition, on which a supervision order 
is afterwards pronounced, be equivalent to 
an arrestment in execution and decree of

(3.) The provisions of sections one hundred and 
twelve to one hundred and seventeen inclu- 
sive, and also of section one hundred and 
twenty, of the Bankruptcy (Scotland) Act, 
1856, shall, so far as consistent with the 
tenor of the recited Acts, apply to the 
realization of heritable estates affected by 
such heritable rights and securities afore-

Whereas it is expedient to amend the law relat- 
ing to the guardianship and custody of infants : 
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Be it enacted, &c. : 


" 1. Short title.] This Act may be cited as the 
Guardianship of Infants Act, 1886. 


2. On death of father, mother to be guardian alone 
or jointly with others.] On the death of the father 
of an infant, and in case the father shall have died 
prior to the passing of this Act then from and 
after the passing of this Act, the mother if sur- 
viving shall be the guardian of such infant, either 
alone when no guardian has been appointed by the 
father, or jointly with any guardian appointed by 
the father. When no guardian has been appointed 
by the father, or if the guardian or guardians 
appointed by the father is or are dead, or refuses 
or refuse to ‘act, the Court may, if it shall think 
fit, from time to time appoint a guardian or 
guardians to act jointly with the mother. 


3. Mother may appoint guardian, in certain ane 
(1.) The mother of any infant may by deed or wi 
appoint any person or persons to be guardian or 
guardians of such infant after the death of herself 
and the father of such infant (if such infant be 
then unmarried), and where guardians are ap- 
pointed by both parents they shall act jointly. 

(2.) The mother of any infant may by deed or 
will provisionally nominate some fit person or 
persons to act as guardian or guardians of such 
infant after her death jointly with the father of 
such infant, and the court, after her death, if it be 
shown to the satisfaction of the court that the 
father is for any reason unfitted to be the sole 
guardian of his children, may confirm the appoint- 
ment of such guardian or guardians who shall 
thereupon be authorised and empowered so to act 
as aforesaid, or make such other order in respect 
of bag guardianship as the court shall think 
right. 

(3.) In the event of guardians being unable to 
agree upon a question affecting the welfare of an 
infant, any of them may apply to the court for its 
direction, and the court may make such order or 
orders regarding the matters in difference as it 
shall think proper. 


(4.) Powers of guardian.| Every guardian in 
England and Ireland under this Act shall have all 
such powers over the estate and the person, or

and Workshop Act, 1878, for the number of hours 
permitted by the said Act or for a longer period 
than will complete such number of hours. 


4. Notice of hours to be given.| In every shop in 
which youre, pees are pe er @ notice shall 
be kept exhibited by the employer in a conspicuous 
place referring to tie species of this Act and 
stating the number of hours in the week ring 
— young persons may lawfully be employ 
therein. 


5. Fine for employing persons contrary to the Act.] 
Where any young person is employed in or about 
ashop contrary to the provisions of this Act, the 
employer shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one 
pound for each person so employed. 


6. Power of occupier to exempt himself from fine on 
conviction of actual offender.| Where the employer 
of a young person, as defined in this Act, is 
charged with an offence against this Act, he 
be Noma pow ee duly laid before _ 
to have any other person whom he charges as the 
actual offender brought before the court at the 
time appointed for hearing the charge; and if, 
after the commission of the offence has been 
proved, the said employer proves to the satisfac- 
tion of the court that he has used due diligence to 
enforce the execution of the Act, and that the 
said other person has committed the offence in 
question without his knowledge, consent, or con- 
nivance, the said other person shall be summaril 
convicted of such offence, and the occupier 
be exempt from any fine.

Whereas the delegates of the States, parties to 
the convention of the fourteenth day of March 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty - four, 
mentioned in the schedule to the Submarine Tele- 
graph Act, 1885, have recommended for adoption 
by their respective States a declaration respecting 
the interpretation of such convention, and it is 
expedient to provide for giving effect to such 
declaration when adopted : 


Be it therefore enacted, &c. : 


1. Short title and construction.| This Act shall 
be construed as one with the Submarine Telegraph 
Act, 1885, and that Act and this Act may be cited | 





together as the Submarine Telegraph Acts, 1885 
and 1886, and this Act may be cited separately as 
the Submarine Telegraph Act, 1836. 

2. Confirmation of declaration.| It shall be lawful 
for Her Majesty in Council at any time after the 
passing of this Act to order that the declaration 


mentioned in the schedule to this Act, as set forth. 


in that schedule, shall be of the same force, and 
the same shall accordingly be of the same force, 
as the articles of the convention set forth in the 
schedute to the Submarine Telegraph Act, 1885.

Certain doubts having been raised as to the 
meaning of the word ‘‘ wilfully’’ used in article 
two of the convention of the fourteenth of March 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty-four, it is 
understood that the provision in respect of penal 
responsibility contained in the said article does not 
apply to cases of breakage or injury caused 
accidentally or of necessity in the repair of a cable 
when all precautions have been taken to avoid sich 
breakage or injury. 

It is equally understood that article four of the 
convention had no other object, and is to have no 
other effect, than to empower the competent 
tribunals of each country to decide in conformity 
with their laws and according to the circumstances 
the question of the civil responsibility of the owner 
of a cable who in laying or repairing his own cable 
breaks or injures another cable, as well as the
